It  lias  coi-iG  to  our  attention  that  some  of  the  egg  dr'^ing  plants  are  pro- 
ducing dried  eggs  07  dr"'ing  reconstitij.t':d  e-^-^s  ma. '.e  froni  dried  eggs  that 
v/erc  of  such  ch^.racter  tiia,t  the^  did  not  go  through  the  sifter,     'Jo  a.rc  also 
informed  th^at  of f-q-aa.lit^  dried  eggs,  \-/hich  are  obtained  in  the  cleaning  of 
the  drier  are  used  in  producing  reconstituted  eggs  for  drying  purposes. 
Dried  eggs  prodiced  from  such  rcconstitutod  eggs  is  not  a  desiraole  product 
and  should  not  he  sampled.     You  should  rioto  this  instruction  carefully  and 
be  guided  b"*  it  -'hen  a-.lL:,  d  upon  to  sample  dried  eg -;;s  produced  frora  recon- 
stituted eggs.- 

It  is  also  rer)ortod  tliat  some  of  the  egg  drying  plants  ha.ve  used  duck  eggs 
for  drying.     The  use  of  such  egvs,  or  any  other  eg:s  e:ccopt  hen  eggs  of 
domestic  iDroduction,  is  not  proiDer,  and  dried  eggs  produced  from  such  eggs 
should  iiot  be  sampled. 

There  is  a  limit  on  the  age  of  dried  eggs  that  will  be  accepted  by  ESCC. 
Eor  this  reason,  it  is  essential  th-a.t  the  date  of  m^.nufacturo  of  each  lot 
be  snov/n  on  the  sampler' s  report  and  on  the  covering  grading  and  v/eight 
certificate  issued.     Such  date  must  show  both  the  month  and  the  day  of  the 
month  of  man-of acture.     It  is  important  tiia.t  this  instruction  be  folloxx^ed 
by  samplers  and  laboratories  effective  iminediately, 

'./honevor  samplers  are  requested  to  sample  lots  of  dried  eggs  of  a  date  of 
mamif acture  such  th^.t  delivery  v/ill  bo  impossible  by  the  s  ta.ted  delivery 
da.vc,  they  should  call  this  to  the  vendor's  attention  and  advise  of  the 
i''5.tilit:-  of  sampling  the  over-age  lots.     They  should  also  advise  the  ven- 
dor that  he  sho-old  take  up  v.nth  the  Purchase  Branch,  Agricultural  Marketing 
Administration,  'Washington,  D.  C,  any  negotiations  for  the  sale  of  such 
over-age  powder,  'If  the  vendor  insists  that  the  over-age  lots  be  sampled 
and  the  samples  sent  to  the  laboratory  for  examination,  the  sampler  should 
taice  sa.mples  in  the  us-aal  manner,  noting  on  his  report  thefa.ct  that  the 
powder  is  over-age.
